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Labor and the Laws of Political
feonomy.

Ir s to be regretted that the prineiples of
political economy are not more generally
and thoroughly understood by all classes of
people. If they were, we should be saved
much foolish and hurtful legislation on the
one hand, and much ill-advised and aborlive
action on the part of the laboring olasses, so
called, on the other.

The ‘eight-hour movemsnt' is a cass in
point. Without much thought or investiga-
tion, but mainly in obedience to a clamor
which threntened to be turned to politionl
ends, several of the States have passed laws
recently making eight hours a legal day's
work in the absence of express stipulations to
{he contrary. This is very well, perhaps, as
far a8 it goes; bot a moment’s retlection will
ghow that it does not meet the real problem
which, in the mindaof those urging the move-
ment, lies at the bottom of it. The reduction
of the hours of labor will bLe a boon of small
moment, if the roduction of pay provceeds in
the same ratio, The real effort iz to secure
the same payment for a day of eight hours’
work as s now given for & day of ten hours’
work. In other words, the proposal is to
increase the present rate of wages twenty-five
per cent.  An example or two will make this
clear. The mason who now receives four dol-
lara a day for ten hours' work is paid at the
rate of forty cents per hour. Give him four
dollars for a day’s work of eight hours, and
Lo will be paid at the rate of fifty cents per
hour—an incrense of twenty-five per ocent.
The shoemaker or taillor who receives three
dollars a day for ten hours' work iz paid at
the rate of thirty cents per hour. Pay him
three dollars for a day's work of eight honrs,
and he will roveive at the rate of thirty-seven
and a half cents per honr—another increase of
twenty-five per cent.

Now the question whether wages oan be
raised twenty-five per cent, is not at all one
of legislation, but entirely one of political
coonomy. It cannot be reached by making
eight honra or six hours, or any other num-
ber of hours, & day's work. Labor is & com-
modity, just as much as pork or flour is, and
its price is regulated by the same great law of
supply and demand which regulates the prices
of all other commodities. When labor is abun-
dant, exceeding the demand for it, it will be
cheap, just as under similar circumstances
corn will, When labor is soarce, not mesting
the demand, it will be dear, just as wheat is
when wheat is scarce. Legislation cannot
change this. Making eight hours a legal
day’s work cannot do it. Youn might as well
legislate aguinst the force of gravily as against
the great law of supply and demand,

Almost all values represent labor. The origi-
nal value of the raw materinl, before any labor
has been expended upon it, is a very small
portion indeed of the value of any manufac-
tured article. Even the coal which we dig
from the ground derives the greatest part of
ita cost in market from the labor which has
been expended upon it in mining and trans.
porting it, Values thus representing labor,
what would be the effect, suppose this eight-
hour movement could be carrigd ont to its fall

xtent, including the same pay as is now given
or ten hours’ work? In other words, what
would be the effect of arbitrarily increasing
the price of labor twenty-five per cont. ¥ Why,
simply that the price of everything else wounld
go up in the same ratio. The pair of boots
which it now costs four dollars to make,
would then cost five,

The suit of clothes which ¢an now be manu-
factured for tweaty dollars, would then ocost
twenty-five. The house which it now costs
four thousand dollars to build, would then
cogt five thousand, Aund go of everything elas,
Hence the result woold be that, while the
laborer might get just as much money for o
days' work of eightliours as he had previously
obtained for ten hours, that money would not
buy him so much in the market as before. He
must pay more rent, for it costs twenty-five
per cent, more to build houses; he must pay
more for meat and flour, and hats and boots
and clothes, because it costs wore to make all
these things, An hour's labor wonld purchase
no more in the market than it would before,
#o that the laborer would really be poorer by
every hour’s labor he hal lost,

If our laboring men, instend of listening to
the appeals of demagogues, and the noisy elo-
quence of those who arve wiser than men
who can give a renson, would investigate this
subject, and study the laws of politival
economy, they wounld get juster views of the
question of labor. They wonld find that it is
ruled by laws which inhers in the nature of
things, It gy proper that the Legislature
shiould protect the minor, the approntics, aud
Thoe.wr I8 unable to protect himself, by
limiting the howrs of labior, but it is beyond
the province of the Legislature to regulate the

price of labor by any euactment. It cannot
do it if it would,

Children Robbed of Kducation,
Tue census of children in this city, which
we published yesterday, furnizhes food for
reflection in many respeots. Thoere is cause
for congratulation that so large a nmumber—
100,000 at least—are enjoying the advantages
of our admirable public and private sohools,
But there is occasion for more serious reflec-
tion in the fact that there are more than
20,00 children who are neither attending
school nor engaged in any useful employment.
From the ranks of these little ones will come
the great mass of our future paupers and
criminals. They are the foredoomed inmates
of our almshouses and penitentiaries.

It is & question which deserves carefal con-
sideration, whether society iz doing ita duty
Ly these neglected children. Is it right that,
through the negligence or wilful restraint of
vicious and degraded parents, these as yet
innocent children shiould be shut out from all
the blessings of education? If they grow up
to be paupers and criminals it will not be |
their fault wholly, but a good share of the
Llame must rest upon the community, which
might and ought to protect them, and does not.

We have hitherto, in this country, contented
ourselves with making the most ample pro
vision for the education of our ehildren and
youth, relying upon the natural feeling of
parents for the welfare of their children to
secure the actual appropriation of the benefits
thus provided by the public, DBut experience
ghows that in all our great cities there is a
large class of worthless, vicious, and criminal
purents who care nothing for the education of
their children, but who systematically train
them to vice and orime, [n regard to these,
wa do not hesitate to say that soviety should
interpose for protéction. As President Shippen
well remarks of these returns, they ‘‘must |
sntisfy the community of the need of com-
pulz‘-m-ry ednocation laws, Boviety hasa right
to protect itsell against vagrancy and jdleness
ns woll as to punish crime, The selivol door
is open to all; the public purse Is ready to
educate all. [t wers better to forge every idler
into the school-room than to employ a regi-
ment of police officers to protect the community
against the evil fruits of idlensss."’

This is sound dootring, and we trust ere
long to sée it enacted into law. The highest
duty of soclety towards children is to see that
they are eduncated. . If parents themselves will
attend to the matter, it is better that they
should do so, but their failure onght not
to be permitied to entail upon the child an
irreparable loss, The c¢hild who grows up in
jguorance is injured beyond the power of
remedy. The wasted years cannot be recalled,
The lost opportunitiss cannot be regained,
Both justice to the children, and & proper
regard for the welfare of soolety itself, demand
that our educational laws shall ba so modified
a5 to render impossible such a return as that
thare are 20,000 children without ewployment

The Shridks of Looality.

We find in » Republican conlemporary a
lottor in regard to the nomination of Supreme
Judge, which starts out with this assertion:—

the central portion of the State is entitled to
the Union nomination for Supremae Judge."'

We wish to enter our emphatic protest

It is bad
enough when nsed with referonce to minor
offices; let us, if possible, keep it out of mind
jn nominating a Supreme Judge. That nomi-
pation should be made with sole and special
referonoe to the character and acquirements of
the nominee, What the Stnte wants in that
officer is & man of great ability, of thorough
knowledge of the law, of a juridical cast of
mind, and of a reputation for integrity above
suspleion.  If we can find such o man, we do
not care what section he comes from, he i
the man who ought o he nominated.
